"The eye of the master (al¬ 
iens the flock." certainly aphes 
to Morgan County sheep farmers. 
Farmers like Mrs. Grace Cecil 
and Wallace Blankenship have 
had sheep for a number of years 
and they are doing their usual 
good job of saving lambs. 


The new sheep producers in 
Morgan County are doing an ex¬ 
cellent job of producing lambs. 
Jasper Jones of Insko has saved 
32 lambs from 24 ewes. This in¬ 
cludes 13 sets of twins and two 
sets of triplets. Mr. Jones has 
saved an average of 1.4 lambs 
per ewe. 

Cumins Fugate of Lower Grassy 
has saved 25 lambs from 15 ewes 
and he has only lost one lamb, 
which was born dead. He has 
eight ewes which have not lamb¬ 
ed Mr Fugate has saved_ an 

*VeraEe~“6r "over T6 "lambs " per 
ewe so far. 


t the lambs born except three which 
were born dead. These three 
sheep farmers of Morgan county 
were recently interviewed by 
County Agent. Carl W Sinclair.. 
and the interview were ecorded 
by Bernard K Whitt an l broad¬ 
cast over the Vancleave station. 

The sheep farmers have their 
sheep and lambs out on mall 
grain cover crop pasture Thi- 
is an excellent pri tice i:i sheep 
production: it is usually figured 
that the income from t^e wool j 
will about pay the feed expense 
for a ewe and her lamb Thi 
outlook for the price of wool 
and lambs is bright The markit 
at Mt Sterling and Flemingsburg 
is excellent for spring lambs 

It is quite posible for a farm 
flock of 30 to 35 owes to bring in 
as much income as one acre of 
tobacco. The income from sheep 


Hager Ray of Salem has saved

yet. His ewes have had two sets

While their entire output is in¬ 
eligible for price support loans, 
the penalty is paid on excess only. 
Several organizations want the

crop. In addition, continued ex¬ 
cess production has enabled a 
grower to “raise his base,” and 
he has been entitled to write off 
part of the penalty paid as an 
income tax deduction. 

The amendment on “unreport¬ 
ed” acreage would catch the 
"hidden” patches of tobacco a 
grower conceals amid other crops 
or in isolated farmland or wood¬ 
land plots and markets with his 
allotted output without declaring 
it “red card.” 

Other recommendations made 
by various groups include com¬ 
bining acreage controls with 
noundape regulations, eliminat¬ 
ing the .7-acie exemption provi¬ 
sion, reducing the acreage for 
new allotments and adjustments 
from .5 of 1 percent to .1 of 1 
percent, destruction of excess in 
the fields, regulating the number 
of plants per acre to insure 
"marketing the entire stalk, and 
enforcing strict measurement.” 

Coupled with the move to curb 
production is the plea of the in¬ 
dustry for farmers to produce 
better quality leaf. Farmers have 
tried to compensate for reduced 
allotments by intensive cultural 
practices. As a result, principal¬ 
ly through heavy use of nitrogen, 
farmers have harvested a heavy 
burley to high nicotine content. 

Cigarette manufacturers keep 
close tabs on the nicotine con¬ 
tent of their smokes, and in re¬ 
cent years have been using less 
burley because of its increasingly 
higher nicotine qualities. Cigar¬ 
ette consumption also is down.
